COMES NOW the United States of America and brings this cause of action against 
the above-named Defendants, Kevin L. Wilson and Tonya R. Wilson, to recover unpaid student 
loans and alleges, upon information and belief, as follows: 

1. The Court has jurisdiction over this matter pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1345 for the reason 
that the United States of America is the plaintiff. 

2. Defendants are individuals residing in the District of Idaho, which is within the 
jurisdiction of this Court. 
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3. Pursuant to the Higher Education Act of 1965, as amended, 20 U.S.C. § 1078-3 and 20 
U.S.C. §§ 1087a et seq. (known as the William D. Ford Federal Direct Foan Program), Defendants, on 
or about March 21,2000, executed and delivered a promissory note payable to the U.S. Department 
of Education (an agency of the United States of America) (“Note”). The redacted Note is set 
forth in the attached Exhibit A. The Note is incorporated herein by reference. The Note is also 
described in the Certificate of Indebtedness, attached as Exhibit B. 

4. Both Defendant Kevin Wilson and his spouse, Defendant Tonya Wilson, signed the 
Note and agreed to pay. See Exhibit A, Section F. Defendants agreed to be jointly and severally 
liable. Id. As the Note indicates, the consolidation loan was being used to pay two loans in the 
name of Kevin Wilson and one loan in the name of Tonya Wilson. 

5. The joint and several liability of Kevin Wilson and Tonya Wilson is consistent with 

20 U.S.C. § 1078-3(a)(C)(i) in effect at the time the Note was signed, which states: 

A married couple, each of whom has eligible student loans, may be treated as if 
such couple were an individual borrowing ... if such couple agrees to be held 
jointly and severally liable for the repayment of a consolidation loan, without 
regard to the amounts of the respective loan obligations that are to be 
consolidated, and without regard to any subsequent change that may occur in such 
couple’s marital status. 

20 U.S.C. § 1078(a)(C)(i) (effective in 2000). 

6. Upon information and belief, Defendants have divorced, but each person’s liability 

on the Note does not change. 

7. Defendants agreed that upon default they would “pay reasonable collection fees 
and costs, plus court costs and attorney’s fees associated with collection of the debt.” See 
Exhibit A, at page 4. 
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4. The U.S. Department of Education disbursed $30,041.02 under the Note on or 
about May 25, 2000, with interest at the rate of 7.125% per annum. See Exhibit B. 

5. On or about January 20, 2002, the Defendants defaulted on the Note. See 
Exhibit B. The amount due remains unpaid. 

6. Pursuant to 34 C.F.R. § 685.202(b), a total of $12,939.80 in unpaid interest was 
capitalized and added to the principal balance. 

7. Pursuant to the Certificate of Indebtedness dated May 30, 2019, attached as Exhibit 
B, Defendants owe the following on the note as of May 30, 2019: $42,884.09 principal and 
$35,996.34 interest, for a total of $78,840.43. Interest accrues at the rate of $8.36 per day. 

8. Under and pursuant to 20 U.S.C. § 1091a, Congress eliminated any and all statutes 
of limitations. 

WHEREFORE, because of Defendants’ breach of contract, the United States of 
America demands judgment against each Defendant, to be jointly and severally liable, as 
follows: 

a. in the amount of $78,840.43 ($42,884.09 principal and $35,996.34 interest as of May 
30, 2019) with interest continuing to accrue at the rate of 7.125% per annum (which is $8.36 per 
diem) until the date of judgment; 

b. interest from the date of judgment at the statutory rate pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 
§1961 until paid in full; 

c. costs of suit and any fees, including but not limited to, a filing fee of $450.00, as 
authorized by 28 U.S.C. § 2412(a)(2); 

d. reasonable attorney’s fees; and 
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e. any other relief that the Court may deem equitable and just.

Authority For Civil Cover Sheet 

The JS 44 civil cover sheet and the information contained herein neither replaces nor supplements the filings and service of pleading or other papers as 
required by law, except as provided by local rules of court. This form, approved by the Judicial Conference of the United States in September 1974, is 
required for the use of the Clerk of Court for the purpose of initiating the civil docket sheet. Consequently, a civil cover sheet is submitted to the Clerk of 
Court for each civil complaint filed. The attorney filing a case should complete the form as follows: 

I. (a) Plaintiffs-Defendants. Enter names (last, first, middle initial) of plaintiff and defendant. If the plaintiff or defendant is a government agency, use 

only the full name or standard abbreviations. If the plaintiff or defendant is an official within a government agency, identify first the agency and 
then the official, giving both name and title. 

(b) County of Residence. For each civil case filed, except U.S. plaintiff cases, enter the name of the county where the first listed plaintiff resides at the 
time of filing. In U.S. plaintiff cases, enter the name of the county in which the first listed defendant resides at the time of filing. (NOTE: In land 
condemnation cases, the county of residence of the "defendant" is the location of the tract of land involved.)
